Sadat 
announced cm Wednesday Egypt was willing 
to resume negotiations that were broken off 
May 8 even though the gap on basic issues 
was ‘‘formidable.” But the next day, after a 
top level strategy meeting, Sadat had a 
diiu^ of heart. 

Minis ter of State for Fordgn Affairs Bout- 
ros Ghali told a news conference that Egypf s 
d ee fti o n not to resume the year-roldtalks was 
rei^ionse to an Israeli draft law to make 
Jerusalem its undivided capital.

He firat took office, for a sx-y^ presidential 
term in October 1 970, following the death of 
Preddent Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

In his speedi Sadat also said he was deter- 
mined to reinforce the democratic system in 
Egypt following the peace pact with Israel. 
He has called for the estaUishment of the 
press as a fourth estate, after the juificiaxy, 
executive legislative bodies.

WASHINGTON — Despite vocal biparti- 
san protests from Congress, the Carter 
admimscration has decided to permit the sale 
of eight VS. made gas turbine engines for use 
in Iraqi Naval frigates. 

The sale of the general electric engines to 
Italy, whidh plans to install them in Lupo- 
dass Frigates it is building for the Iraqi Navy, 
has been in doubt over the past few monfas 
while the administration reviewed the matter 
in reqxinse to congresaonal criticism. 

Members of Congress — particularly sup- 
porters of Israel — have objected to the 
proposed $ 1 1 .2 miltion sale because they 
received no advance notice of the granting of 
the export penniL 

U.S. law requires that Congress be notified 
of exports exceedingS seven million to coun- 
tries identified by the State Department as 
“supporting international terrorism,” in 
cases where the eiqiorts would help tiiese 
countries’ mili tary potential or encourage 
their support to terrorism. 

Iraq, riong with Syria, Libya and South 
Yemen, have been listed by the State 
Department as “riding international terror- 
ism,** bat the proposed ship en^es were not 
on the [ist of exports ssbject to the law which 
appeared in a related presidential directive. 

In congressional testimony Wednesday, 
Asastant Secretary of State Deane Hinton 
said Italian Prime Minister Francesco Cos- 
siga was informed during a visit to Washing- 
ton last January that the export license had 
been granted. After a later review d the 
issue, the administration dedded to fat the 
license stand, Hinton said. 

The assistant secretary told a House fore- 
ign affairs subcommittee that cancellaticKi d 
the export permit would damage America's 
important relations with Italy and jeopardize 
Rome's own ties with Iraq, a major supplier 
of ml to Italy.

Ibe meals, he said, reqmred costly lefrig- 
cration at every sdiool to ret^ their fresh- 
ness. Each refrigerator wood have cost bet- 
ween SR30,000 and SRIOO.OOO. Besides, 
some of the upcountiy schools had no power 
supply. 

"Overseeing the sdiool meal program 
would have c^ed for an army of supervisors 
and administrators, who were si^ly not 
exactly easy to hire ” he sud. The tetal cost of

readied male students of primary and inter- 
mediate schools only.

Ever since its inception, the General 
Organization of Soda! Insurance has been 
insisting that its umbrella must cover all 
workers, witibout any discrimmatiOD bet- 
ween a Saudi oatioi^ and an e:q«tiiate 
worker. The authorities concerned, there- 
fore, did not care to listen to other (^»n- 
ioos. 

Although the at insuring 

the future of the employee regardless (rf 
hb nationality or faitii, the eiqiatriate 
worker justifi^Iy feels he does not need 
this protection for several reasons. 

First, be feels his presence in this coun- 
try is only temporary. Most a£ tiiem do not 
stay here more than three years, a period 
that does not offer him any benefit 
intended tins system. In this case, it 
would seem worthy of the organization to 


give tile departing wocker at least Miat he 
has paid; if not what Ins enqdoyer has 
contribnted for him. But the or^uiization 
has maintained silence over the point 

In order to safegu^ his fotnre, an 
expatriate worker continues to pay insur- 
ance instaUmems according to the insur- 
ance laws of his country. Thus he is sub- 
jected to the insurauce laws of both his 
country and the host country. 

The enq>l(^er who cmiiiibntes ei^t per 
omit of the incumbenf s salary tovrard his 
insurance does not find himself bound to 
combine both the iniBirance and inde- 
mnity, which is generally given at the 
expiration of the contract, according to 
lalm laws. He only &ds it fit to give 
indemnity to the expatriate and restricts 
insurance to the native wodeer, ormakesit 
optimial to the expatriate. Ibis is a 
sound, just and practical view in a country 
in wfaidi the percent^e of expatriate 
workers surpasses that o£ the natives.

Israelis clamp down on West Bank 


JERUSALEM. May 16 (LAT) — Israeli 
polfoe and soldiers have damped down on the 
press, striking busiaessmen and centers of 
anti-Israeli sentiment on the West Bank as 
the country began its most beleaguered 
observance since 1967 of Jerusalem's 
reuniOcadon. 

Rockets flared over the walled old city ctf 
Jerusalem Tuesday in observance of the 
annivereary of die day 13 years ago when 
Israeli troops occupied the old and East 
Jerusalem. Searchlights from a row tanks 
sent a blaze of light into the sky. 

Soldiers were everywhere — to prevent 
possible attempts by the Palesdoian under- 
ground to interrupt the festivities — under- 
scoring the Qulitary presence with whidi 
Israel imposed a tense peace on its conquests 
of 1 967. Jerusalem Day 1980 was marked by 
the military's heavy-handed use of power

East Jerusalem opened their shops, ending an 
abortive attempt to strike in protest over 
celebration of Jerusalem's reunification. Bus-

Israeli inflation rises by 10.2% 


TEL AVIV, May 16 (Agencies) — The 
cost of 1 iving in Israel ^ot up 1 0.2 per cent in 
April, the government statistics bureau 
announced Thursday, Tbe rise was the 
worst in years for the Inflation-wracked 
economy, and was seen as a major blow to tbe 
government's economic polity. 

“This is more than a warning light, if s 

bonfire" said Finance VGinister Vigal Hurvite 
in an Israel radio interview, “ I will do eveiy- 
thlng in my power to end this pbooey. staged 
pro^rity ... so that tiie econonty does not 
completely ooUapse.” 

The bureau said the consumer prize index 
jun^ied to 680.5 points firom 617.5 in March. 
Tbe rise was more than double the fi\e per 
cent increase in April, 1 979, and brought the 
inflation rate for tbe last two months to 123 


per cent The increase last montii was 5.1 per 
cent 

The drastic increase came only days after 
the state comptroller warned that Huzvitzfs 
tough and-inflationaty poUdes were ineffec- 
tive in steunning die price spiral or the climb- 
iug foreign debt which threatens, if 
uadhecked, to bankrupt the countiy.

Bom in Januaty 1916. he graduated from 
the Univeraty of Istanbul from the FactilQr of 
Medicioe and later completed his post gradu- 
ate work from the l/nrversitres of Baylm- and 
Tesas in the United States. He served in the 
Turkish Army for many years diereafter. 
Unlike many students of me^dne, Teveto^u 
was much interested in poetry and literature. 
A keen writer himseU, he started a monthly 
journal subsequently became the cause 
of rift with the Ismet Inonu Government 
resulting in military trial, jail sentence and 
finally entry into politics. 

A great believer in human rights, doser 
Turkbh ties uitfa Muslim States and a fighter 
against Communism, he was persuad^ to 
join the Justice Party and Adnan Menderes in 
1956. 

Once he had dedded to take up politics 
serioudy, he folded up his medic^ pratice 
and became an active member of the Justice 
Party and served as senator in the Turkish 
Parliament for two terms from die historical 
city of Samsun. He served on many important 
Committees and was the Chairman of the 
Justice Party Gronp in the Senate from 
1966-67 and again lS^72-73. 

Although buty in his political duties, he 
continued his fight against Communist ideol- 
ogy and carried out extensive researdi into 
this subject Among more than his twenty 
publish^ books, the more important is 
* *Si>dalistaMlCammiuiui aamiies in Thr • 
Jtey * * (from 1910 to 1^0) which was pub- 
lidiedinl967andtbe * * ' (Ber- 

lin)” printed in 1964. 

Coming from a religious Muslim family, 
Tevetoglu has always believed Turkey should 
piaintain doser relations with the Muslim 
world. In 1965 he performed his first Haj, 
participated in an Islamic Conference held in 
Mecca and had die opportunity to meet with 
the late King Faisal. 

. This fiist occaaon, his two subsequent vis- 
its to the Kingdom and King FaisaTs visit to 
Turkey provided c^iportunities for him to 
discuss subjects related to the Muslim world 
with the late King Faisal. ” The times 1 was 
fourtunate enough to speak to the late King 
Faisal, Isten to his views and give my humble 
<q»nion are unforgettable, ” he said. " 1 
could not help putting our views in a book 
form. ” The book, aptly named * *7%e Aofr 
Lands * * was publish^ in 1965 and later 
appeared as a serial (translated ip Arabic) in 
Al BUad, AI bfe£aa and Okaz newsp;q>^ 
King Faisal congratulated Tevetoglu on this 
publication in a idnd letter wishi^ Allah 
help you in serving Islapi. '* 

Though busy as a statesman and writer, 
Tevetoghi still found time to continue his 
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childhood bobtty of collecting stamps. He has 
a collection from all over the world. For the 
past three and a half years though, he has 
concentrated on the Member States of the 
OIC. He states, 1 had a chance to enlarge 
my already rich collection from the Muslim 
States as so many countries in Africa and 
Asia have been liberated in Ae past few 
years. '* In his present job he has been able to 
travel extensively in the Muslim World for 
meetings and conferences and has 

increased his collection of stamps consider- 
ably. 

His collection of stamps from the OIC 
members alone consist of more than one 
hundred albums — each holding four to five 
hundred stamps. What stikes one is bis 
impressive collection of King Faisal stamps. 
These include the four commemorative 
stamps issued by the Kingdom — one at the 
time of his accession to the throne in 1 964 
and the ocher tiiree of different denomination

and color at the time of his assassination in 
1 975. Many other countries also honored the 
late King — including Turkey in 1 966 — by 
issuing IGng Faisal stamps. “ I am proud that 
1 had a part to play in issuing of the Turkish 
stanq> for His Majesty's visit to my country. U 
was my proposal as senator and Chairman of 
the Justice Party Group whidi resulted in the 
stamp being issued within three days " said 
Tevetoglu. His collection also indudes King 
Faisal stamps from Somalia, Yemen, Chad, 
Iran and C^eroun. 

According to him, stanq) collection is a 
valuable hobby that teaches one something 
about the geography, histoiy and culture 
besides monetary gain. " For children it is an 
educational hobby and teaches them many 
good attitudes. It should be encouraged both 
by parents and schools, ” be added. 

Stamps are classified as nunt (unused) and 
used (bearing a postmark). Usually post- 
marked ones are more valuable, but some 
mints also become rare. Also of value are 
stamps with an averprint, reverse print or 
other such traits. Dr. Cihad referred to the 
stamps of tbe Turkish Federated of Kibrisfor 
example, which within a period of few years 
has mounted the stamp market because of the 
disagreement between tbe Greek authorities 
and the stamp market concerning the validity 
of these stamps. 

Although a true standi collector does not 
collect for monetary gains, but according to 
Tevetoglu “ it is a better investment than gold 
or silver — even property — Ail these things 
go up and down, but the value of a stamp 
always rises.” He chuckled as he displayed 
some stamps that he paid only a few cents for 
while the Stamp Collectors Catalogue now 
lists them for several hundred or several 
thousand dollars. He mentioned acquiring a 
stamp for five cents last year in the States 
whose value already is SRJ ,000.00.

When asked how to judge the value of 
stamps, Tevetoglu showed catalogues and 
books which list the price along with apic- 
tures and details about the stamp. There are 
also national and intematioDal Philatelic 
Associations that hold conferences, exhibi- 
tions and exchange bazaars. He showed pic- 
ture of a Turkish stamp in a catalogue priced 
at 1 kurus while the same stamp today fetches 
75,000.00 Turkish Liras. He said that 
recently a rare stamp was sold for more than 
halfa million dollars.” It is not an easy hobby 
to keep up to. ” he said, ” it is like fishing for 
pearls, if you are lucky you get the right shell 
but you continue looking for it ” 

There is, it seems, an increasingly large 


wiefa TeveCogIn daring bis viat to lUrfc^. 
group of stamp collectors in Saudi Arabia. 
Tev'etoglu said that even in Jeddah a group of 
philatelists meets once a month -^nd they dis- . 
cuss and exchange stamps. 

He hopes that stamp collection would draw 
greater anenbon and that governments 
would show inceresc and support in this field. 
He also hopes to see the OIC Member states 
encourage stamp collecting from primary 
sdiool level. He also spoke of the de^ion of 
the OIC to issue a Palestine stamp. This has 
already been issued by 15 Members. There is 
also a plan to use the Hijra emblem for com- 
memorating the Muslim Fifteenth Century 
by issuing stamps in the Islamic states.

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EAST- WEST TENSION 


Both East and West appear at the moment to be seardiing 
for a way out of the tensions caused, among other things but 
•mainly, the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. The search, 
k ‘however, is cautious, especially on the part of the West. The 
JUpproacb is of a mixture of the gun and the olive branch. The 
l' West wants improvement in the relations widi the East, but it 
f; wants to make sure that the East does not take this as a sign of 
’ weakness. 

The NATO countries are meeting at the moment — at the 
L same time that the countries of the Warsaw Pact meet to 
celebrate their 25th anniversary — following warnings from 
its military experts over the current growing Soviet superioriQf 
in both armaments and strategic disposition. Yet the real 
problem within NATO is not so much this as in the crisis of 
confidence between its two major components: the United 
StatK and the European allies. 

The history of the relations within NATO has not, at least in 
the last decade, been a particularly happy one; a state of 
affairs aggravated by vacillation and neglect from a succession 
of American administrations. But all parties feel now that the' 
disagreements will have to be resolved, though none underes- 
timates their magnitude. The Americans are especially con- 
cerned that Europe contributes more toward its own defense 
— leaving the Americans free to make a stronger showing 
elsewhere — especially around the Gulf area. 

But strengthening NATO is only one half of the present 
strategy of the Western alliance : the other being a rap- 
prochement with the Soviet Union. Indeed, as the U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Edmund Muskie has put it, it is taken to be the 
means toward the easing of tensions. Muskie will make the 
first step in the meeting in Vienna soon with Andrei 
Gromyko; and much will depend on how seriously the Soviets 
will take the NATO effort to bring itself to the level of a viable 
counterweight to the Warsaw Pact. 



Carter — the man the Russians can’t trust

MOSCOW — 

A Russian satirist of the last century invented the 
character of a Tsarist bureaocrat who, charged widi 
ensuring ^quiet and order,** to his astonishment 
learned of the existence of a place called America 
where tibere was very little either. His recom- 
mendation was brief and to the point: **Qose 
America”. 

One gets die impiessioa in Moso>w these days 
that many Soviet officials find America every bit as 
exasperatiog as their fictional ancestor did. Their 
exa^radon may even be greater, for whereas he 
thought he could live mthout America know 
they cs^oL Yet how do they deal with Tunmy 
Carter’s America, which th^ say is emotional, 
unpredictable and unreliaUe to the point of 
untrustwortiiinesS? 

If the Russians really do feel this way — and 
conversaticHis mtb Soviet officials and foreiga pol- 
icy experts left me in no doubt that th^ do — then h 
is important fm- the West to understand why. The 
West may feel sure of own rightness in condemn- 
ing the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and in match- 
ing Soviet military stren^. The West may feel that 
Moscow has been exploiting detente by expandin g 
its isSuenoe in the Third Wcnid. 

Bat the Soviet government feels no less stron^y 
diat deception, rather than detente, is die air. The 
Soviet Union's case is not just against Jimmy Car- 
ter, even though the anger with hhn and his oadonal 
security advisery Zb^iiew Brzezinsld, is genuine 
and DO longer restrained, even in public. 

As Man&ts, the Rusa^ look for eiqjlanadons 
beyond personalities. They believe that America, 
alarmed by the dedine in its power over the last 


decade, has decided that it must be ready to use 
force to get its way. A Russian reminded me that 
George Wallace bad once said that if he practised 
detente in the bcxdng ring he could only expect to be 
knocked out. That, the Rusaan thought, was pretty 
much die new American attitude to foreign affairs. 


This belief in the usefulness of force, Russians 
argue, is encouraged by America's ‘^milimiy indus- 
trial oompleif ' whidi, they huny to point out (for 
these are sophisticated men) , they do not believe to 
be a ooni^irai^ but do think is an important pres- 
sure group. 

These analysts in Moscow have also been impre- 
ssed by die American debate on the govemability of 
America. They see an American elite disturbed by 
agns that the country is becoming harder and har- 
der to govern and an American government that 
finds it very difficult to apply tough domestic 
poUd^ for exanmie on enei;i^ and inflation. 


They believe they have already detected signs 
that Carter understands the link between interna- 
tiooial tension and his abflily to put across domestic 
poUdes. And they are convinced that his own 
diance of re-election is dangeroudy dependent on 
his abOhy to outbid Ronald Reagan for the support 
of American conservatives; “da^erously” because 
a ^iral of ri^t-vnng canqiaign ffietoric “could do 
mudi damage to U^Soviet rdations.” 

These are some of the thoughts in the nunds of 
the men whose job it is to explain America to the 
elderiy Soviet leaders. What they bctil down to is 
that America can no longer be trusted to abide by 
rile main rales of detente vriiidi, for the Rusaans, 
are that there should be a fou^ balance of strength 
between the two sides and a tadt recognition of 
each other’s rights as superpowers. 


“The problem,” one of Moscow's best foreign 
policy experts said,“isthat the Americans still don' t 
really accept the notion of parity. They still want to 
be Number One and they are scared that if they 
accept parity it will mean that they are only Number 
Two." 

This is what really amutys the Russians. And it 
annoys them all file more because President Brezh- 
nev and his advisers seem to feel that they were 
misled by Carter on this very issue at the summit 
meeting in Vienna last year. 

Carter — or so Soviet Foreiga Minister Andrei 
Gromyko insisted at his recent press conference in 
Paris — told Brezhnev that parity existed not only 
in American and Soviet strategic weapons but “in 
general, as they say, between East and West'* To 
daim later, as Carter did when justifying the ded- 
sicm to base new medium-range missiles in Europe, 
that there Wasa”Sovietthreaf' ivas therefore pure 
“deception", and Gromyko pronounced that word 
with, for him, quite unusual feeling. 

Zf A^anistan is scarcely mentioned by tiie Rus- 
sians when they expound upon their diffioilties with 
America it is for two reasons. First, they aigue that 
Washington's new tough policy was taking shape 
loqg before the Soviet soldiers crossed the Oa^ 
River. Second, they believe that the superpowers' 
strategic relation^p has to be nursed and 
develcq>ed regardless whatever else they quarrel 
about. 

“We signed our biggest agreements wtith 
America during the Vietnam war,” one offidai said. 
“And went to the Vienna sumou'e in spite of the 
Camp David agreement. If s not a question of swal- 
lownng pride. It is a question of overriding inter- 
ests.” '^e message is clear: America, by malting 
such a hiss over Afghanistan, is getting toe priorities 


of detente mixed up and its motives for doing sc 
suspect. 

There is another reason why Rusaans find ill 
to understand Western alarm over A^ahis. 
Russians hint (and all the Western d^onu 
talked toagreed with them) diatthe Soviet inva 
was seen by Moscow as anact of dire necessity, i 
planned first move towiard the Gulf.

Eritrean fighters prepare for ‘ showdown’ offensive

OUTSIDE AFABET, Eritrea - 

The road to Afrbet is paved with the debris of the 
Ethiopian arm/ s precipitous retreat — burned and 
bullet-spatter^ vebides, scattered helmets and 
boots, loose papers and ooU^ised tents. 

The stench of decomposing bodies bangs heavily 
in toe air. 

In a 35-mile push, fighters of tiie Eritrean Peo- 
.ple's Liberation Front (EPLF) have driven die 
Russian-backed Ediiopian forces to refuge in 
Afabet from their o^htul poritions outride the 
rebd-beld town of NakCs e^er this year. 

The counter-i^nsive is the first important 
of the failure of the massive Rassiaa amts butkUag 
and battlefront advisoiy assistaace aimed at cnisb- 
iqg the iB-year-old Eritrean stiug^e for indepen- 
dence. 

In 1978, the Ethiofnan army forced the EPLF 
fighters to abandon most of the larger Eritrean 


towns they had captnred. “Now the initiative is in 
our bands,” said EPLF field conunander Issayas 
Afwerid. 

EPLF leaders besiegLog Afri>et say toe military 
scales tipped in their favor last July, vtoen the third 
succesrive attempt by Ethiopian forces to capture 
the town of Nakfo was turned back. More than 
10,000 Etiiiopian troops were killed, captured or 
wounded in t^C 10-day battle, according to politi- 
cal bureau member Petros Solomon. 

But the EPLF remains cautious in its forecasts cl 
the progress of the war, noting that Ethiopia retains 
the manpower potential to remolNlize large forces 
and that the Soviet Union continues to pour in fresh 
arms and ammuni tion. “If anything, they are 
incTuasiag it’'' said Sttiomoa. 

The Etoiopian government has recently trained 
two new “mountain (Uvirions of 25,000 men for 
combat in the irregular terrain here. Some are 
expected to serve in toe southeastern (^aden r^- 
ioD against Somalia-backed guerrillas. 


Nevertheless the EPLF is prq>aring for a '* show- 
down” offensive. The EPLF 's main strength lies in 
its widespread popular support, evident in the con- 
tinuing Sow of volunteers. Etoiopia, on the other 
hand, has long been forced to depend upon peasant 
conscripts to suf^Iement its Cuban-trained regular 
army, as interviews with recent deserters cooffim. 

Faced with a seeming inability to win a military 
victoty. toe Ethiopian regiffle has lately turned to 
the diplomatic arena, iiriiere it appears to be having 
more success. One sign of this is the continuing 
exchange of visits between high-ranking officials 
from Ethiopia and neighboring Sudan. 

Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri has recentiy 
offered to mediate in the conflict and he is dne to 
meet Etitiopian Head of State Col. Mengistu Haile 
Mariam this month. 

EPLF leaders say. however, that notiiing of sub- 
stance has yet changed in their relations with Sudan. 
Guerrilla siq^lics tranqiorted to the front through 
Sudan have apparently not been interrupted. 


A more serious threat to the EPLFs c; 
military advantage comes from arenewal of fi ' 
inride Eritrea with their nonunai allies, tii 
Eritremi Liberation Front ( ELF). A series ot 
clashes has been reported since January. 

ELF units are also reported to be attadd 
Tigrai People's Liberation Form (TPLF) 
neighborly province of Tigrai.

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Binaisa also seeks Nyerere’s help 

Uganda coup leaders visit Tanzania 
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KAMPALA, May 16 (Agencies) — Lead- 
ing membeis of the milit^ commission whicb 
seized power in a coup in Uganda this week 
were Friday flying to nei^boring Tanzania 
for talks with President Julius Nyerere, 
according to scnirces close to the military 
conunissioD. 

Diplomatic sources in the Tanzanian capi- 
tal said earlier that Nyerere was urging 
new Ugandan rulers to hold 
ConunoDwealtfa-supervised elections to 
return Uganda to civilian rule within tiiree 
months. 

The military commission members, 
believed to include chairman Paulo 
Muwanga, were to meet Nyerere at the 
northern Tanzanian town of Arusha, the 
sources dose to the cmnniissioo said. 

Tanzam'a still has some 10,000 troops is 
Uganda after overthrowing Idi Anun last 
year. The sources here said they understood 
that ousted President Godfrey Binaisa was 
still guarded by Tanzanian troops at the pres- 
idential residence at Entebbe, south of Kam- 
pala. 

The diplomatic sources in Tanzania said 
Nyerere, in private meetings with dipimnats, 
has said he had no prior knowledge of the 
coup in Uganda, v^ich he 'regretted but 


accepted. He would now urge the mflitmy 
commissioa to ask the Cominmiwealtb to 
supervise and observe elections to return 
Uganda to dvilian rule witiun three months, 
after which he would immediately withdraw 
the rest of the Tanzanian tnx^ stationed in 
the country. 

In Nairc^i, the Kenyan press Friday gave 
great prominence to an“SOS'* q^real repor- 
tedly made by Bina^ to Nyexere. 

Nyerere received a letter from Binaisa 
Thursday, delivered by two envoys, asking 
the Tanzanian preddent to help re^un 
power, the reports said. There was no cem- 
GrmatioQ of the reports from Tanzania. 

The Kenyan daily paperTAeSttuMiancf Also 
said that Nyerere was preventing the efa^- 
man of Uganda' s interim parliament, Edward 
Rugumayo from leatnng Tanzania for Lon- 
don or Nairobi. 

Nyerere reportedly foiled to persuade 
Rugumayo to reconvene the Natick Om- 
sultative Coundl himself to provide some 
legalistic outcome to the crisis which would 
have been acceptable to foreign opinion. 

Rugumayo refused to reconvene the paili- 
ament, saying that a military regime had been 
established and the membm of parliament 
would not feel safe in Kampala. 

‘Blasphemous outrage’ 


The zmlitaiy commission, meanwhile, has 
recalled the parlianient, the National Ccmsul- 
tative Council, whidi bad been in recess. 

The move by Uganda’s new rulezs, 
announced in a radio statement Thursday 
night, is probably intended to confirm the 
ousting of Binaisa and the establishment of 
the commission and a presidential commis- 
sion. 

The two bodies are inCeoded to direct 
Uganda's affairs until general elections at the 
end of this year. The NCC will meet next 
Thursday. 

Mamwhile the appearance Thursday ni^t 
Voweri Museveni in public for ^ first 
tim^ alongside Muwanga and other oommis- 
simi members, has cond^tably stxengtiiened 
the, position of the new r^ime. 

Museveni, leader of the committee for 
National Salvation which was veiy active dar- 
ing the war against the Amin regime has coo- 
aderable support amcmg the armed forces, 
and his move to support the military commis- 
riop reduces die risk of an inter^ armed 
strtig^e. 

The miliiaty commission also has die siq>- 
port of Ugao^’s two main political parties, 
th^ Uganda, Peoples Cong^ fonnded 
fo^er President ^ton Obote, and the 
Democratic party of Paul Ssemogerere. 




Monument to Yalta victiniis angers Soviets 


MOSCOW, May 16 (AP) — The Soviet 
Communist Party daily Pruvda Thursday 
announced as “a blasphemous outrage” a 
British dedsion to erect a monumeat to the 
'‘victims of Yalta” — Soviet citizens who 
perished after being fordbly repatriated at 
the end of World War 11. 

Pravda said the plan was “a blasphemous 
outrage against the memory of those who fell 
in die name of victory.” 

The Soviet daily said the monument 
defamed the 35th anniversary of the defeat of 
Nazi Gennany by honoring those who served 
in the so-called Vlasov army supporting the 
Nazis and opposing the Soviet govemmenL 
“There is information tiiat the veiy idea of 
the monument .. has some active support of 
Prime Mioister Thatcher.” Pravda said. 
Margaret Thatcher is already known to the 
Soviets as the “iron lad/* because tA her 
hard-line views on defense. 

“How would British World War II Spitfire 
pilots like it if traitors to their country were so 
honored," it asked. 

But in London, Lord Betfaell, British 
author and parliamentarian behind the cam- 
paign for the state, dismissed Pravda *s 
attacks as “quite untrue.” He defended the 
monument as being dedicated to die “inno- 


cent who were imprisoned and massacred.” 

It was the latest turn in a lingering con- 
troversy over the several mDlion R ussians, 
Cossa^ and other Soviet citizens repatri- 
ated following a decision taken at the Yalta 
conference in the Crimea in Februaiy 194S,a 
summit between Josef Stalin, presdent 
Franklin Roosevelt and Prime Minister Kin- 
ston Churchill. 

Among those returned to Russia were 
Soviets who fought with the Germans in the 
war and feD into allied hands when Europe 
was liberated, in addition to slave laborers 
and otfaeis. 

Several authors have daimed that some 


two million cf those repatriated perished at 
Stalin's hands. 

The monument is to be erected on crown 
land opposite London’s Victoria and Albert 
Musenm tiiis autumn. Sculptress Angela 
Connor is creating a fountainlike sculpture in 
vriuefa a revolving hollow ^diere attached to a 
pedestal! symbolizes the plight of the dis- 
play person in tiie time of war.

Brazilian rejects Einstein theory 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 16 (AP) — A 
Brazilian sdentist daims to have di^roved 
Einstein's famous “ theory of relativity." 

Cesar Lattes, a physics professor at tiie 
Univeisity of Campinas in southern Brazil, 
says that after 10 years of experiments he h*a-< 
proved that light does not travel at tiie same 
speed in all directions. Tliis disproves key 
parts of Einstein's theory, he says. 

The 56-year-old physidstmade his discov- 
ery public at a recent meetihjBi; of the Braalian 
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Center for Physics Research. 

Lattes has not published his findings, but 
he invited the mtemational sdentific com- 
munity to check his experiments. 

The announcement has sparked a great 
debate on Brazilian sdentific drdes. In an 
:interview Hiursday on nationwide television. 
Lattes said, “ To my colleagues who ask me 
vriiy 1 haven't pnbli^ed yet, I say. patience. 
rU publish in about 10 days. Stop bug^ng

Mijatovic elected Yugoslav council leader 


BELGRADE. May 16 (AP) — Cvijetin 
Mijatovic, a comrade of the late Preadeot 
Josip Broz Tito since Yugoslavia’s power 
struggles of the 1930s, was elected chief oi 
the state presidency oo Thursday, continuing 
the system df alternating leaders planned by 
Trto. 

The 67-year-old Mijatovic, whose former 
offices indude that of amba^dor to die 
Soriet Union, is the seamd man to hold the 
post since Tito's death less than two weeks 
ago. He was elected on schedule in a compli- 
cated collective leadership ^tem desigoed 
by Tito to bead off regjo^ differences and 
divisive personal ambitions. 

Under the constitution. Ae eight members 
of the presidency rotate annuall y as leaders of 
the panel. 

T-^ar Kolisevsld, vice president and head 
of the panel while Tito was alive, became 
president when Tito died after a long illness. 
His one-year term expired Thursday, with 
^jatovic next ip Une according to du order 
set up before Tito's death. 

“The body has been successful in carrying 
out its work, paiticulariy during the four 
months of President Tito's illness,** 
Ktdisevski said at Thursda/s meeting. 

The panel elected Seraej Krajger. 66, the 


new vice president Kolisevsld remained a 
member of the presidency, which is com- 
posed of representatives ^m Yugoslavia's 
six republics and two provinces. Mijatovic is a 
Serb from Bosnia. Kolisevsld is from 
Macedonia. 

TTio. who ruled for 35 years as president 
life, was the ninth member of the presi- 
dent. Upon his death, the group took over 
aU Tito's state functions. A similar collective 
group now rims the nation's Communist 
{uir^. 

The state presidency has been the effective 
ruling body since January, when Tito was 
hoqutaiized in Ljubljana, where he died after 
114 days of treatment at age 87. 

Mijatovic was one of the late presidentfs 
dosesi comrades in the pre-World War II 
underground Communist fight against royal- 
ist Yugoslavia. 

He is known to shun the limelight and has a 
reputation for being austre and tough, yet 
level-headed. 

Observers believe that, like other members 
rtf the presidency, he follow the same 
strict non-aligned path as Tito, although 
prc4>ably in a more restrained manner and 
with less charisma than the late president

WASHINGTON, May 16 (Rj - Senator 
Edward Kennedy has said he would give up 
his quest lor the presidency if President 
Jimmy Carter agreed to a face-to-face debate 
with Urn and then went on to win the last 
round of Democratic party primary elections. 
The White House rejected the idea. 

Kennedy made his dramatic — but care- 
fully hedged — offer to quit the Democratic 
presidential race in a campaign speech deli- 
vered in Los Angeles Thursday. The text was 
issued in Washington. 

He made clear he was offering the presi- 
dent a choice: submit to a face-to-face debate 
on campaign isaies or face a bitter battle at 
the Democratic presidential nominating con- 
vention in August. 

“If there is such a debate." he said, "then I 
will regard the June 3 primaries as a referen- 
dum — and 1 will abide by^e results that 
day. If Carter wins the most votes on June 3 
after a debate. I w'ill withdraw*. 

"If I prevail i will continue in this race and I 
e.xpect to win the nomination." 

Id the June 3 primary finale, eight states 
will choose nearly onc-quaner of all the 
nominating convention delegates. 

In a statement Friday, Carter turned down 
Kennedy offer to debate. Carter is far out 
front in the race for the Democratic ooraioa- 
tion and has repeatedly spurned Kennedy s 
demands for a debate on economic and fore- 
ign policy issues. 

By unofficial count, the president has 
1 ,533 of the 1 .666 delegates needed to win 
the nomination. The senator is credited with 
820. Many political experts say the president 
could go well over the 1 .666 fevel in 
primaries to be held before the June 3 round. 

But Kennedy s offer was tempting because 
Carter campaign officials are anxious to have 
him bow out before the convention begins. 
They hope to avoid a divisive battle there 
during the formal nominating procedure and 
begin unth'iog the Democratic party now for 
the November general election battle against 
the Republican party candidate, probably 
ex-California Governor Ronald Reagan.

Post publisher denies bnk 
of loan, Carter endorsement 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (WP) — Publ- 
ishing magnate Rnpert Murdoch testified 
Tuesday there is “at^utely no” connectiem 
between the endorsement of President Car- 
ter by his IVetf VaHt Post and a low-interest 
loan from a federal agency to an airline he 
owns. 

‘ ^ere is no oonflict of interest here unless 
itis in the eye of the beholder,” Murdoch toidi, 
the Senate Banking Committee, which is 
investigating possible political ii^nence in 
granting the loan. 

Murdodi, however, “expressed 
that he met with John Moore, chairman ^ the 
Ezpcnt-liDpoTt Bank, to discuss the loan on 
the same day that Murdodi had a private 
lundi at the White House vrith Prerident Car- 
ter. 

Murdoch said he met with Moore at the 
urging of executives of Boeing Co., who were 
trying to sell Boeing 767 jetliners to Mur- 


doch’s Ansett Traiuq>oiiation Industries and 
needed Ex-Im Bank fwmndng for the deal. 


“On reflection, fm sorry X agreed to do 
that.*' said Murdodi. “As far as I am con- 
cerned there was no ccnflict of interest 
because I was getting no fovour from the 
Ex-lm Bank.** 


In his dq>ped Australian accent, Murdoch 
testified he never discussed the loan with the 
president but did tell Oxter the New Yarlt 
Post planned to endorse him in the New York 
Democratic Presidential Primary. 


At Tuesday’s hearingis. Carter reeiectiou 
campaign manager Tim Kraft, presidential 
emissaxy Robert Strauss, Ambassador to 
Australia Philip Alston, Jr., Moore, and 
other adininistration officials all denied any 
political inOuenoe on Murdoch’s loan apply 
cation. 


U.S. domestic ml production rises 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) — Esti- 
mated production of cru^ oil in the United 
States was 2.7 per cent higher in April than in 
the same month a year the American 
Petroleum Institute (API) reported Frkl^. 

The institute attributed the increase pri- 
maiily to stepped-up production on the nrath 
sl(^ of Alas^ But it also suggested that the 
current federal program to phase out price 
controls cm crude ofl is encouraging prc^uc- 
tion in other areas of the United States. 

The institute's “Monthly Statistical 
Repoif ' said that “decontrol undoubtedly 
also was a factor in cauang drilling activify to 
increase 12.5 per cent for the first quarter fo 


1980 versus the year-earlier quarter.” 

At the same time, imports of crude ml 
drcq>ped 13.6 per cent The rqxMri estimated 
that crude inqmrts in April averaged 5.3 mil- 
Urm barrels a day compared with 6.1 mfllion a 
year earlier. Other imports, crude oil phis oil 
producs, were down 14.7 per cent. The 
report estimated that crude cd stocks at the 
eod of April were 373.5 millioa barrels, a 
16.7 per cent inoease over a year ago, and 
also a end-of-montb record. 

Gasc^e stocks at the end of April were 
rq>orted to be 276.9 million barrels, a -17.7 
per cent increase over last April.

Moscow games unaffected, Soviets sa y 

W. Germans to boycott Olympics 


SATURDAY, May 17, 196 


DUESSELDORF, West Gennany. May 
16 (AP) — West Germaa Olympic 
Coamittee voted 59-40 Thursday to boycott 
the Moscow Olympic Games under the cur- 
polidcai conditions. 

Wdli Daume, president of the West Ger- 
man Olympic Committee, announced the 
result of the secret ballot by 53 assembly 
members following an emotional four-hour 
debate at a Ducsseldorf hotel. 

The vote climaxed months of contrcn'ersy 
in West Germany over the U.S. pK^sal to 
boycott the game because of the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. Chancelior Helmut 
Schmidt and the West German Parliament 
last month had recommended that the 
Olympic Committee vote of the boycott 
because of the Soviet action in .Afghanistan 
thatviolated International Olympic Commit- 
tee rules on conduct by Olympic host nations. 

‘'We have made a democratic decision.'' 
Daume told the audience after announcing 
the vote tally. " We must carry it out together, 
w-e must live with it together. This meeting is 
adjourned." Daume ^so said the National 
Olympic Committee is holding open the 
option of reconsidering the boycott if politi- 
ck conditions warrant it. but he didn't speci- 
fically mention any deadline. 

Olympic committees must inform the 
Soviet hosts by May 24 whether they intend 
to send a team lo Moscow. The debate took 
place before about 500 sports offidais. jour- 
nalists and spectators in a hotel ballroom.

Daume opened the debate with a rambling 
plea against boycotting the games saying that 
international sports relations could be dis- 
rupted and that the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics could be torpedoed by the Soviet 
bloc in retaliation. 

Willi Weyer. president of the West Ger- 
man Sports Federation, then outlined argu- 
ments in favor of a boycott, stressing West 
Germany s reliance on the United States for 
the security of West Berlin. 

Top ofSdals of the Moscow Olympic 
Committee expressed regret about W'est 


Germany’s dedsion to boycott but insisted 
that the Olympics would not be affected. 

Depu^' Oiief of the commitue Ivan Imir- 
Dov'told the Assodated Press that he was 
“disappointed" and that “there is no doubt 
that the dedsion was made under ^ern- 
ment pressure. The administratioo of the 
United States of America had its effect on the 
German government." Smimov said. 

But he said tiie decision “wQl have no 
effect at air* on the games. In a separate 
interview witii the Assodated Press, Vla- 
dimir 1. Popov, first vioe-preddent of the 
orgaamng committee, said, “1 would have 
expected the German National Olympic 
Committee to be wiser and to base their ded- 
sion less on current events than bn future 
cooperation and the future of spoiL" 

Popov was evidently referring to Sovier- 
West German cooperation, but he did not 
spedfy whether he meant cooperation in 
sports. Like Smimov. Popov said the German 
dedsion “will not pose any obstade*' to the 
sdieduled opening of the summer games. He 
added that “There is still time" before filing 
deadlines for partidpation in the games, sug- 
gesting tiiat the Soviets still had hopes of a 
change of mind in Genaany. 

Sunimov, one of a series of Soviet offidais 
who have toured the world in efforts to build 
support for the Moscow Olympics, said it was 
“ hard to predict” the effect of the West Ger- 
man boycott on the games or the Olympic 
movement — althou^ he insisted the Moa- 
coM' Olympics will go on.

ROME. May 16 (Agendes) — The 
Italian Olympic Committee's hopes of 
taking part io the Moscow Olympics were 
“rapidly vanishing,” a highly placed 
committee source said Friday. The dis- 
closure came on the eve of a meeting of 
the Italian government, which was 
expected to recommend in strong terms 
that the Italian Committee (CONI) 
boycott the games.

“ We all know the government is going 
to come out strongly in favor of the 
boycott." the source said. " If it does. I 
see no way that the national coundl can 
ignore the significance of the stand and 
dedde ro go to Moscow. The very fact we 
were forced by mounting poiitical pres- 


sure to posqrooe a dedsion to the last 
moment has already indicated CONTs 
weakness. 1 regret to say. hut our hopes of 
going are rapidly vani^iiag. " 

In Bono, West Germsjiys dedsion to 
boycott the Moscow Olympics may 
encourage Australia and New Zealand to 
follow suit, but it has had no immediate 
eLf^ct on the positions of 
other West European countries.

International 
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Afghan moves threaten 
security, Muskie says 


VIENNA, May 1 6 ( R) — U,S. Secretary of 
State Edmund MusUe warned the Soviet 
Union Friday that its rnilitaiy acdon in 
Af;g^aiustan represents a threat to global 
securi^. 

The newly-appointed state department 
chief spoke on the Afghan crisis shortly 
before holding private taJks with Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko, the first high- 
level U.S.-Soviet meeting since Soviet troops 
entered Afghanistan. 

“The principles of ncutrali^, indepen- 
dence and territorial integrity so respected in 
Austria are today being violated.” he said. 
Muskie surprised Austrian officials by injecting 
the reference to Afghanistan ia a speech 
marking the 25th anniversaiy of Austria's 
independence as a neutral state. 

“*roday. we are faced again with a lesson 
from the past. Aggression anywhere 
threatens international security every- 
where," he said while Gromyko, stone-faced, 
sat among senior offidab from several 


nations. 

Muskie did not refer . directly-to the Soviet 
Union, but the thrust of his remarks was 
clear. 

Both the U.S. secretary of state and 
Gromyko were invited by the Austrian gov- 
ernment to attend celebratioiis here for the 
25tfa armiversary of the 1955 treaty whidi 
ended 1 0 years of occupation by allied forces 
after World War II. Mu^e. Gromyko and 
the British and French foreign ministeis 
spoke at a ceremony at Vienna's Belvedere 
Palace, where the treaty was signed. 

The (J.S. and Soviet officials were to meet 
on the neutral territory of another Vienna 
Palace, the Hofbuig. for the first encounter 
between the governments since last Sep- 
tember. 

The meeting was seen as a serious attempt 
to revive the process '' of East- West detente 
which was t^eateoed when Soviet troops 
swept into Afghanistan in December in sup- 
port of a Soviet-backed Marxist government 


At hostage rescue site 

Iran finds secret photos 


WASHINGTON. May 16 (IVP) — Iran 
captured top-secret pictures taken by the 
American KH-Il spy satefiiti? in sifting 
through helicopters abandoned in the Iranian 
desert U.S. officials have said. 

The pictures were used to plan the attempt 
to rescue the 50Amcrican hostages at the 
U.S. Embassy in Tehran and tiie three offi- 
dals held at the Iranian Forei^ Ministry sev- 
eral blocks away. 

ABC Television obtained maps U.S. plan- 
ners drew with the help of those satelfite pic- 
tures. The maps identified posribie evacua- 
tion points in Tehran. The helicopter landing 
zones were called “ bus stops. " 

Sources said the plan called for landing the 
helicopters in the embassy compound and 
snatching away the 50 hostages if the Blue 
Light commandos radioed that ail was clear. 

If the compound had become a “ hot" 
landing zone because of Iranian resistance, 
these sourcessaid.” busstops" indearstops 
near the embassy could have been used for 
evacuating the hostages. 

Those bus stops, according to the map 
obtained by ABC. included stadiums, athletic 
fields, race tracks, a school yard and a con- 
struction site. 

Bus Stop 7 was designated on the m^ as 
“ stadium primary LZ." for landing zone. 
This stadium, sources said, was the evacua- 
tion point for the three U.S. officials in the 
Iranian Foreign Ministry, not a nackup land- 
ingzone like the others.

fixed-wing airheads " as busstops 13 and 14. 
’ntirteen was Kara], identified on the map as 
53 kilometers from the V.S. Embassy, and 1 4 
was Rahrizak Airfield 40 Idlometers awray. 

C-130 traaq>ort planes were prepared to 
fly there to pick up hostages deposited by 
helicopter or truck, sources said. 

The rescue plan called for proceeding from 
a refueling stop in the Iranian desert near 
Tabas, called Desert One, to a mountain 
hideaway the night of Aprfl 24. The rescue 
force would have stayed hidden during the 
daylight hours of April 25 and at night been 
driven in trucks and buses to ^ U.5. 
Embassy. 

The planners figured that the vehicles 
would blend in vrith the night traffic and not 
arouse suspidous. 

The maj^ of the rescue plan are only part 
of the secret material the Iranians captured as 
a result of seven of the eight U.S. helicc^ters 
beii:^ left in the desert, UJS. sources said. 

The rescue team was supposed to blow up 
any disabled helicopters to avoid hancUng the 
Iranians an intelligence coup. But after the 
collision of a helicopter and a C-130 at 
Desert One. six helici^ters. some with secret 
material inside, were left behind. 

Ordinarily the KH- 1 1 photos would be of 
prime interest to the Sc^ets. Sources said 
that since the Soviets already have the KH- 1 1 
m an i ^l — given to them by William Kam- 
piles, a former CIA employee — the satellite 
pictures the Iranians obtained are not as big 
an intelligence loss to the United States as 
(^lerwise would have been the case.

Libya charges 
oilmen as spies 


WASHINGTON, May 1 6 (R) — Two U.S. 
oil workers arrested by Libyan authorities in 
March have sq^mrentiy been charged with 
^ying. the State Department has said. 

Spokesman Tom Reston, asked about the 
accuracy of the charges, Thursday, said he 
would not comment on questions involving 
intelligence activities. He identified the men 
as Mi^ad Price and Roger Frey, who offi- 
cials said earlier were being held in a Tripoli 
jail normally used for political prisoners. 

Reston said the Uoit^ States learned that 
the men were in jail through some of the 
2,500 Americans living is Libya. 

The U.S. Embassy in Tripoli was attacked 
and burned last year, and there are no 
American officials in the country at present, 
although diplomatic relations are still being 
maintained. 

A Libyan announcement tiiat the two men 
bad been charged followed this week s depor- 
tation of about two dozen Americans, indudr 
ing tcadiers and oil workers, who Libyan 
authorities said were ccHiaected with espion- 
age and terrorist organizations.

chicks that had been bom,” she said, cradling 
one of her newborn diarges. Tearing open 
tile other boxes, Qtristiansen and other 
vrorkers quickly arrai^ed trays, each with a 
dozen eggs, under two infrared heating lamps 
to keep them warm.

Oiristiansen gently lifted part 
of a white shell from the head of the taby 
duck struggling in its shell. She then coaxed 
the lower half of the shell from the golfball- 
sized wet yellow bundle. 

“He'sbom.'' she cried triumphantiy. while 
some of the men yelled, “Mother nature.” 

At her feet were three boxes, one contain- 
ing scampering yellow ducklings vriio were 
only an hour old. Two others held the new- 
borns. some drying and some trying to stand 
up on weak, wobbly legs and webbed feet 
only to plop down again, regain their breath 
and try again.

As to why the. ducks suddenly appeared, 
duck experts said they must have bmn close 
to hatching when they were shipped. After a 
fflooth-lozrg incubation period, they said, the 
ducks will hatch in hunud temperatures close 
to 100 degrees.

It opened at 228.00 yen. quickly edged up 
as high as 228.20 yen however later dropped 
under seilii^ pressure in moderate trading to 
a low of 226.80 yen before it rallied at the 
close.
